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INTRODUCTION 


‘This list gives the titles, classified by subjects, with issuance and latest revision 
dates and procedures for ordering the United States Department of Agriculture 
publications that are either available free from the Department or for sale by the 
Government Printing Office. It also gives procedures for ordering periodicals, 
motion pictures, slidefilms, and other visual aids. This material is intended 
principally for the use of farmers, homemakers, research workers, teachers, and 
others who are interested in agriculture and related subjects. 

Agricultural experiment stations in each State investigate the agricultural 
problems of their States. Their published reports can be obtained from the 
stations, usually free of charge. Addresses of these stations are listed on page XV. 

The agricultural extension service, which is maintained by the States and the 
Department, is represented in nearly every county by an agricultural agent and 
in many, by home demonstration agents. These agents are well informed about 
the agriculture and home problems in their counties. They can give valuable 
information concerning conditions and practices there and also about many things 
prospective farmers or homemakers need to know. The office of these county 
agents and home demonstration agents is usually located at the county seat.

DISTRIBUTION OF PUBLICATIONS 


Publications are free in limited quantities unless a price is given. On general 
requests if more than 10 are desired, justification must be given. Use the following 
instructions as a guide: 


American Educational Institutions: 

. Libraries and instructors may obtain as many as one each of 100 free publica- 
tions. Justification is required if more are ordered. ‘The Department is unable 
to supply them in quantity for individual textbook use. 

Extension Workers: 

- Publications can be had in quantities if application has cleared through the 
State publications-distribution officer. His office is usually located at the State 
college. In many cases the distribution officer is the State extension director or 
State extension editor. Clearance is not required if 50 or fewer publications are 
ordered. Send letters not requiring clearance to: Federal Extension Service,

Foreign Governments and Institutions: 

No publications issued by the Department of Agriculture will be sent regularly 
to any foreign government, organization or private agency, unless exchange 
arrangements have been made by the Librarian of the Department of Agriculture. 
The Department’s Library, however, will be glad to arrange for such exchange of 
publications, All inquiries concerning the exchange of publications should be 
addressed to the Library, U. 8S. Department of Agriculture, Washington 25, D. C. 


Foreign Residents: 

No free distribution. Individuals or institutions not covered above may pur- 
chase copies of any listed publication from the Superintendent of Documents in 
accordance with the instructions in paragraph 5 under How to Order Publications 
That Are for Sale, page VII. Prices not given will be quoted upon request. 
Government Agencies and Cooperators (Federal, State, county, and local) : 

Library and office copies of free publications may be obtained when needed.

Organizations (commercial) :

Not more than 10 publications are supplied unless justification is given. See

Radio:

HOW TO ORDER FREE PUBLICATIONS

2. Give series, number, and title of bulletins and list each series numerically. 
That is, group all the ‘‘C’’ numbers, ‘‘F’’ numbers, ‘‘L’’ numbers, etc., in numerical 
order, as indicated below. If you do this it will hasten action on your request.

3. Write your name and address plainly. Be sure that you have given the 
correct street address or rural route number. 

4, Send orders for free publications to the Division of Publications, Office of 
Information, U. S. Department of Agriculture, Washington 25, D. C., unless 
otherwise instructed. Do not ask for more publications than you are entitled to, 
usually ten. 

5. If you are ordering publications some of which are free and some for sale, 
make separate orders and mail them as directed. See also How to Order Pub- 
lications That Are for Sale, page VII. 


HOW PUBLICATIONS MAY BE OBTAINED IN QUANTITIES 


The law governing the printing and distribution of Government publications 
provides that the Superintendent of Documents, Government Printing Office may 
have printed for sale any publication of which there is a demand that cannot be 
filled free. ‘Therefore, if more publications are needed than are allowed free 
they may usually be purchased. See How to Order Publications That Are For 
sale, page VII. 

Members of Congress receive an allotment of Farmers’ Bulletins, Leaflets, and 
Home and Garden Bulletins for such distribution as they wish to make. Hence, 
it is often possible to obtain more copies than the Department of Agriculture can 
supply by applying to a United States Senator or Representative. 


DESCRIPTIONS OF SERIES VII 


HOW TO ORDER PUBLICATIONS THAT ARE FOR SALE 


1. Send order and remittance for publications listed for sale only, to the Super- 
intendent of Documents, Government Printing Office, Washington 25, D. C. 
Do not send to the Department of Agriculture. 

2. Remittances must be made in advance of shipment of publications, either 
by coupons, sold by the Superintendent of Documents in sets of 20 for $1.00 and 
good until used, or by check or money order payable to the Superintendent of 
Documents. Currency may be sent at sender’s risk. Foreign money and defaced 
or smooth coins are not acceptable. Do not send postage stamps. 

3. Prices not given will be quoted upon request. Prices are subject to change 
without notice. 

4. Postage is not required for shipment within the United States, including 
Alaska, Canal Zone, Guam, Hawaii, Puerto Rico, Samoa (U. 8.), and Virgin 
Islands (U. 8.), nor for shipment to Bolivia, Canada, Chile, Colombia, Costa 
Rica, Cuba, Dominican Republic, Ecuador, El Salvador, Guatemala, Haiti, 
Honduras (Republic of), Mexico, Newfoundland (including Labrador), Nica- 
ragua, Panama, Paraguay, Peru, Uruguay, and Venezuela. 

5. For shipment to all other countries not mentioned in paragraph 4, an addi- 
tional amount of about one-third of the purchase price is required. Haxception: 
When subscribing for a periodical do not send postage, as this is provided for in 
the subscription price. Remittances should be made by international money 
order or draft on an American bank payable to the Superintendent of Documents, 
Government Printing Office, Washington 25, D. C. 

6. A discount of 25 percent is allowed to authorized book dealers and to quan- 
tity purchasers of 100 or more publications on condition that the purchasers will 
adhere to the public sale price set by the Superintendent of Documents and that 
publications shall not be overprinted with any advertising matter. 

7. Deposit accounts may be opened with the Superintendent of Documents. 
In order to open such an account send in a check in the amount of $10.00, re- 
questing a deposit account, together with your correct name and address. Suffi- 
cient deposit to take care of the publications ordered must be on hand at all 
times. 

PUBLICATIONS NO LONGER AVAILABLE 


Publications of the Department no longer in print may be consulted in Public 
or University libraries maintaining government publications. Many of these 
libraries carry fairly complete files of Department of Agriculture publications but 
if the one nearest you is at any distance, time might be saved if you communicate 
with the library concerning the publications you want to consult before making a 
trip. In addition to unavailable publications, the ones listed herein may also be 
consulted.

This publication is issued once a year. It contains detailed analytical statistics 
on agriculture. 
AGRICULTURE HANDBOOKS 


This new series includes useful information designed for use as ready references, 
such as manuals, guidebooks, specifications, glossaries, and lists of plants or 
animals. 

AGRICULTURE INFORMATION BULLETINS 


This new series includes subject matter of interest to people and groups through- 
out the American public—urban as well as rural. This series includes material 
of the type formerly published in the Miscellaneous Publications. 


AGRICULTURE MONOGRAPHS 


A new technical series carrying results of comprehensive studies and compila- 
tions covering broad fields of investigation. Publications in this series are in- 
tended chiefly for technical specialists in the various agricultural phases of 
knowledge. 


BIBLIOGRAPHICAL BULLETINS 


This series includes printed bibliographies and summaries of literature com- 
piled in the Department. 


VIII DESCRIPTIONS OF SERIES 


CIRCULARS 


Circulars are semitechnical publications that describe the methods, equipment, 
and observations necessary for the control of diseases, insects, and parasites of 
plants and animals. The culture and marketing of crops, including new varieties 
that are developed, are also described in this series. ‘They are intended chiefly 
for use by specialized operators, growers, or processors, or for use under special 
conditions or phases of agriculture requiring specific discussion. 


FARMERS’ BULLETINS 


Information on practical methods of applying the results of scientific research 
to farming and homemaking is given in simple language in this series. 


FOREIGN AGRICULTURE CIRCULARS 


Content.—Contain current information on foreign agricultural production and 
market trends in certain commodities. Designed to assist foreign marketing of 
United States farm products.

This series for forestry corresponds somewhat to the Soil Survey reports for 
land and soil. | 
HOME AND GARDEN BULLETINS 


This new series presents popular publications on home economics subjects for 
use by town and city as well as farm residents. 


INTERNATIONAL AGRICULTURAL COLLABORATION REPORTS 


These reports present the results of field investigations and research under the 
broad authorized program of intergovernmental technical collaboration. No 
regular date of issuance. 

LEAFLETS 


Leaflets carry popular material of the same general character as the Farmers’ 
Bulletin series except that they are simpler and briefer. 


MARKETING RESEARCH REPORTS 


In this new series the results of marketing research are presented in semi- 
technical or popular style. 


MISCELLANEOUS PUBLICATIONS 


This series includes both technical and nontechnical publications that do not 
conform to the size or type of material specified for the other series. Series dis- 
continued. 

PROGRAM AIDS 


This series presents guides in meeting the various farm programs as well as the 
aims and progress being made. 
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PUBLICATIONS OF THE FEDERAL EXPERIMENT STATION IN PUERTO RICO 


In general the Bulletins of the Federal Experiment Station in Puerto Rico 
contain technical material and the Circulars contain more popular information 
on the subjects treated. 

SOIL SURVEYS 


Soil Survey reports contain: (1) A soil map, in color, showing the extent and 
distribution of the different soils in the area; (2) descriptions of each of the soils 
shown on the soil map, giving its texture, color, structure, friability, depth, 
quality of drainage, degree of stoniness, slope, presence of hardpans or other 
impermeable layers, reactions, and other characteristics affecting plant growth; 
(3) estimates of the productivity of each soil in terms of crop yields, and sugges- 
tions for its use and management; (4) a technical discussion of the mode of origin 
of the soils of the area, and of their characteristics in relation to the major soil 
groups of the Nation; (5) a general description of the climate, agriculture, markets, 
transportation facilities, industries, population, and other items of interest, con- 
cerning the area. See pages 101-111. 


STATISTICAL BULLETINS 


This series consists mainly of tables giving statistics on one or more closely 
related agricultural commodities. They contain, insofar as possible, statistics of 
foreign and domestic production and marketing, including movement from the 
farm, receipts at principal markets, reshipments, farm and market prices, and 
exports and imports. They are of particular interest to persons actually engaged 
in marketing, or any business affected by agricultural production and marketing. 


TECHNICAL BULLETINS 


Technical Bulletins contain results of research work carried on by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and its cooperators. They are written in technical language 
and are intended chiefly for distribution to scientists and specialists in the fields 
studied. Usually a comparatively small edition is printed which limits the number 
of copies that are available for free distribution. 


YEARBOOKS 


For several years prior to 1936 the Yearbook was made up of detailed agricul- 
tural statistics and of brief summaries of new developments in agriculture. Since 
1936 the detailed analytical statistics section has been issued annually as Agricul- 
tural Statistics. Since 1936 the section devoted to articles on agricultural prob- 
lems, new developments in agriculture, and research findings has been printed 
separately and is known as the Agriculture Yearbook. See page 34. 


Yearbook Separates 


Yearbook Separates are articles reprinted from the Yearbooks. They contain 
information on specific subjects that is identical to that printed in the Yearbooks. 


PERIODICAL PUBLICATIONS AND MAILING LISTS 


The following descriptions of the printed periodicals issued by the Department 
of Agriculture give a brief outline of the kind of information each contains. 
With a few exceptions the free distribution of periodicals is very limited. Anyone 
who wishes to have his name added to a free list should furnish a description of 
the nature of his work with his application. Persons not entitled to receive free 
subscriptions may purchase them according to the instructions given for each 
periodical. 

AGRICULTURAL ECONOMICS RESEARCH 


Content.—A quarterly periodical which began with the January 1949 issue. It 
is intended as a medium for the publication of technical articles which deal with 
methods, results, and findings of research in agricultural-economics. Included 
are interim reports on work in progress, articles on new research methods of 
techniques, critical discussions of old techniques that are in regular use, and articles 
on new or expanding areas of research or statistical fact-gathering. Discussions 
of techniques cover the probable usefulness of new developments and the place 
of such new areas of work in the agricultural field. Invited to contribute to the 
journal are Agricultural Marketing Service representatives, State statisticians 
and members of their staffs. Each issue carries a list of recent research and

THE AGRICULTURAL FINANCE REVIEW 


Content.—Formerly issued semi-annually but since 1945 annually. Discusses 
current developments and research findings in the various phases of agricultural 
finance. In addition, it is a basic source of financial data pertaining to agricul- 
ture in the United States. Signed articles by research specialists or officials of 
operating agencies and brief news items cover important developments in the 
changing financial situation of agriculture and in the financial institutions 
that serve agriculture. Research findings and analyses relate to such subjects 
as sources of capital used in agriculture, farm-mortgage credit, non-real estate 
credit, financing of specialized activities such as purchase of machinery, storage 
of commodities, agricultural risk and insurance, farm bankruptcies, farm real 
estate volume and transfers, taxation of farms and of farmers, and the interrela- 
tions of agriculture and public finance at local, State, and national levels. A 
statistical appendix contains detailed data by States and by geographic divisions. 
Also included are a list of current research activities in agricultural finance as 
reported by Federal and State agencies and reviews of pertinent books. 

Distribution is intended for use by agricultural groups, government officials, 
economists, and educators who have need for a ready compilation of material 
relating to agricultural finance.

THE AGRICULTURAL SITUATION

week of each month.

AGRICULTURE DECISIONS 


Content.—This monthly official publication makes available to the public 
decisions of the Secretary of Agriculture under regulatory laws administered in 
the United States Department of Agriculture. The decisions may be described 
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generally as decisions which are made in proceedings of quasi-judicial (as con- 
trasted with quasi-legislative) character, and which, under the applicable statutes 
can be made only after notice and hearing or opportunity for hearing have been 
given. Current court decisions involving the regulatory laws administered by 
the Department are included in this publication. An annual Index-Digest and 
Subject-Index of both the agriculture decisions and court decisions, lists of 
decisions reported, table of statutes, orders, etc., cited and construed, and other 
tables will be found at the end of each December issue.
